COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP)—Th e 
last of more th an 5,000 National 
Guardsmen and High way P a ­ 
trolmen called in to h elp quell 
disorders at Oh io State Univ ers­ 
ity h av e been with drawn, leav ­ 
ing th e camp us wth out ex tra 
security forces for th e first time 
in more th an a week. 
About 2,000 guardsmen and 
a 
h andful of p atrolmen were 
with drawn Th ursday nigh t aft­ 
e r guard 
and 
p atrol 
officers 
met with univ ersity officials. 
Th ey were ordered to th e cam ­ 
p us area May 21. 
Th e troop s were released a 
few h ours after a brief encount­ 
er with demonstrators outside 
th e 
administration 
building, 
wh ere Oh io State leaders were 
meeting 
with 
sp okesmen 
for 
v arious student group s. 
About 50 guardsmen stood at 
entrances to th e building. Some 
]5 0 students rush ed at th em, 
stop p ed, th en began th rowing 
marsh mallows. A sign h eld by 
th e students read, “ 2,500 m arsh ­ 
mallows for th e students—2,000 
guns for th e National Guard.” 
Oh io State President Nov ice 
G. Fawcett term ed Th ursday ’s 
meeting fruitful and said an­ 
oth er would be h eld Monday . 
Lorraine Coh en, a leader of 
th e Ad Hoc Committee for Stu­ 
dent 
Righ ts, 
disagreed. 
Sh e 
said th e meeting one of no bene­ 
fit and it is not known wh en ne­ 
gotiations will continue.

A sp okesman for th e students 
filing th e motion said it h op es 
to set up a nationwide organiza­ 
tion to h elp with similar actions 
at oth er sch ools disrup ted by 
v iolent p rotestors.

from

coast, ap p arently set off th e 
fire. Flam es quickly sp read to a 
rep air boat floating underneath . 
Of 17 known surv iv ors out of 
26 men in th e boat or on th e 
p latform, only two escap ed inju­ 
ry . Four of th e injured were 
h osp italized. 
“ Th e od sp ill really is com­ 
p arativ ely small but it is going 
to come in near Galv eston,” 
Harrington said. 
A sp okesman lor Gov . Preston 
Smith said th e slick was more 
th an th ree 
miles long and a 
quartcr-to a h alf-mile wide. 
Th ree oil 
wells about 3,500 
, feet away are linked with th e 
p latform but a sp okesman for 
Ch ambers & Kennedy Oil Co. in 
Houston, owners of th e struc­ 
ture, said th e wells h ad been 
closed off wh en a rep air job got 
under way two weeks ago. 
“Th e only tiling burning is 
some oil we h ad in liv e 1,000- 
barrcl storage tanks and th ey 
were only about one-th ird full, 
th e sp okesman said.

Will Nix­ 
on’s speech on the state of the 
economy—the talk promised ex­ 
actly one month ago but not 
even scheduled for delivery— 
move his administration toward

Some think political pressure 
may provide the answer. The 
Democrats already appear to 
have made Inflation a major is­ 
sue for the fall congressional 
elections. And a Democratic bill 
proposes creation of a board au- 
fh^jrized to freeze prices and 
rages for six months. Nixon 
win reject that resolutely as will 
the Democratic leaders who re­ 
call the price-control buroaucra- 
cies which had indifferent sue* 
cess in World W’ar II and the 
Korean W’ar. 
But some administration offi­ 


cials think the White House will 
modify its hands-off-the-econo- 
my policy—possibly to the ex­ 
tent of the “jawbone” kind of 
suasion, or the jesting of volun­

marks. 
That might happen if Republi­ 
can candidates begin to com­ 
plain that the administration’s 
failure to curb inflation is hurt­ 
ing the election chances of the 
GGP in November or if it ap­ 
pears necessary to adopt mild 
controls to head off stronger 
Democratic legislation. 
Alarm signals visible to the 
White House have already been 
hoisted on the GGP side of Capi­ 
tol Hill. Three Republican sena­ 
tors—none of them up for elec­ 
tion this fall—introduced a bill 
calling for a mild form of White 
House surveillance over inf la- 
lion. Sens. Jacob Javits of New 
York, Jack Miller of Iowa and 
Den B. Jordan of Idaho pro­ 
posed that the President’s Coun­ 
cil of Economic Advisers be re­ 
quired to speak out publicly on 
any price boosts or wage settle­ 
ments with potentially inflation­ 
ary consequences.

Bums of the Federal Reserve 
Board bas testified tiiat an in­ 
comes policy might be neces­ 
sary temporarily. “ Incomes pol­ 
icy” is a European phrase ap­ 
plied to a spectrum of stabiliz­ 
ing systems ranging from out­ 
right ceilings to mild but for­ 
malized guidelines. 
Bums—who went along with 
the hands-off policy when he 
was the President’s top domes­ 
tic counselor—now holds that a 
voluntary curb might be need­ 
ed. “provided it stopped well 
short of price and wage con­ 
trols.”

Headaches can be caused by 
circulation changes. Migraine,

pressure or drugs and cluster 
headaches are in this group. 
Tension headaches arc traced 
to problems of the muscles of 
the skull and not to the “ tension 
of emotions.” 
Allergies and organic disease.s 
of the brain can most certainly 
cause 
severe 
headaches 
and 
must be dim inated as a reason. 
I gather by your letter that 
you have been bouncihg around 
from doctor to doctor without 
giving 
any 
one 
of 
them 
a 
chance to really track down the 
cause of your headaches. That 
which you can now do is to 
present your total problem to 
your family doctor and with 
him 
seek 
the 
advice 
of 
a 
physician who may specialize in 
the treatment of headaches. 
So important is headache as 
a 
destructive 
force 
in 
our 
society and in industry that 
t h e r e 
is 
an 
American 
Association for the Study of 
Headaches, with members who 
devote themselves exclusively 
to this massive problem. 
The fact that you say you 
have been accused “of having 
a 
psychosomatic 
headache” 
further emphasizes this need. 
Even if they were caused by 
psychological 
problems, there 
should be no “ accusation.” 
There is a distinct difference 
between a headache which is 
caused by the emotions and the 
emotional 
overtones 
of 
a 
headache.
